oflF Gloucester, Mass.; 138 fishermen were 
drowned. 

Fortress MoNiioe, March 29lh. 
The stoanner Suanee arrived from New- 
born. buiiiBido has taken pos.sc.i.'-ion of 
Beaiifnrt. No show of resi.stance was uiado 
by tlie rebels. No property was bnrned. 
Fori, Macon still occupied by 500 rebels. 
Tliey were entirely cut off from communica- 
lion with the rebels, and must soon sur- 
render. 

Holla, Mo., March 29. 

Rcliiible information from the army of the 
southwest says the rebels number 35,000 
under Van Dorn. Price retreated entirely 
across the Bofiton Mountains, and is now at 
Van Buren.
